That this Caſtle is a very antient building is evident; “ 


for in the time of King Canute, a famous Earl named 


Eluric, or Affrick, founded the Church of St. John Bap- 
tiſt in the caſtle here, and therein placed ſeveral Secular 
Canons; but in A. D. 1090, Gilbert de Clare gave this 
Church, and all its Prebends and Endowments, ta the 
Monaſtery of Bec, in Normandy, and thereby it became

This Caſtle, and che Niinor-of Clare, was given to 
Richard Fitz-Herbert by King William the Conqueror, 
who greatly advanced him both in honour and poſſeſſions, 
for his eminent ſervices in aſſiſting him to get the Crown 
of England, and for his near Aﬀinity of blood to the faid 
King. He had, beſides this manor of Clare, 94 more 
manors in this County, beſides 13 Burgeſſes in the Cor- 
poration of Ipſwich. He was the firſt Earl;of Clare; but 
As he chiefly reſided at Tonebruge (now Tunbridge) he 


went uſually by the name of Richard de Tonebruge z what 


time he died 1s uncertain, Þ but he is ſaid to have been 
Main in a woody tract (called the ill way of Coed-grono 
in Wales) by one Jerwerth, who lay in ambuſh for that 

urpoſe ; which was after the death of King Henry I. 
He ad four fons, Giflebert, Roger, Walter and Robert, 
from whom the Fitz-walters are deſcended ; Giſlebert ſuc- 


ceeded him, who married Adeliza, daughter of the Earl 


of Clermont, and had by her, Richard, who fucceeded 
him, Giſlehert, from whom deſcended the famous Richard 
(commonly call'd Richard Strongbow) Earl of Pembroke 
and Conqueror of Ireland, and Walter. Richard, the 
eldeſt, being ſlain by the Welfh, left two ſons, Gilbert and 
Roger. Gilbert, under King Stephen, was Earl of Hert · 
ford ; notwithſtanding which, both he and his ſucceſſors, 


from their chief ſeat at Tonebruge, wrote themſelves de 
Clare: He dying without iſſue, was ſucceeded by his bro. 


ther Roger, whoſe ſon Richard married Amicia, daugh-. 
ter and Coheir of William Earl of Gloceſter, and in right

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by Elizabeth de Clare) was honoured by his father with 
the new title of Duke of Clarence; but he having only a 
daughter, named —＋ wife of Edmund Mortimer, 
Earl of March, King Henry IV. created his youngeſt fon . 
Thomas, Duke of Clarence, who was Governor of Nor- 
mandy, and in the aſſaults of the Scotch and French 
was ſlain in Anjou, leaving no iſſue behind him. A con- 
ſiderable time after, King Edward IV. conferred this ho- 
nour upon George his brother, whom, after bitter quar- 
rels and a moſt inveterate hatred between them, he had 
received into favour; yet, for all that, he at length diſ- 
patehed him in priſon, ordering him to be drowned (as 
| common report goes) in a butt of Malmſey wine. 
Thus the title of Clarence lay dormant again, till the 
twenty-ſecond of King James I. when Sir John Holles, 
of Houghton in Nottinghamſhire-was created Earl of 
Clare; to him ſucceeded John his ſon, who marrying.

SUDBURY PRIORY. 
E Houſe was of the Order of Preaching or Do- 


1 minican Friars, ſaid to have been founded either by 
Simon Theobald, or Sudbury, Archbiſhop of Canter- 
bury, and one John de Chertſey ; or elſe by 1 Baldwin 
de Simperling and Chabil his Wife. But that it was not 
founded, by Simon de Sudbury and John de Chertſey is 
very evident, becauſe it was in being long before their 
time. For in the time of King Edward I. the Domini- 
can Friars got an habitation, here, by the favour of Bald- 
win de Simperling, and therefore moſt probably he was 
the Founder of this Religious Houſe. = .. 

This Priory was granted the 31ft of King Henry VIII, 
to Thomas Elden, Eſq; one of the clerks of the privy- 
council, and ſurrender*'d 36 King Henry VIII. when it 
was found to be worth, in annual rents, 2221. 18s. 3d. 
It is now the eſtate of Denny Cole, Gent. 1 

At the bottom of the Priory was an inſcription, but 
the few remaining letters are ſo much defaced that it 
cannot now be made out. In the Hall windows are ſe- 
veral coats of arms, burnt into the glaſs, amongſt which

FTEls Caſtle ſtands near the banks of the river Wa- 
veny, which ſeparates the counties of Norfolk and 
Suffolk. It is ſuppoſed to have been built by ſome of 
the Bigods, Earls of Norfolk; and we find that Hugh 
Bigod, in the time of King Stephen, had made it ſo 
| ſtrong, that he looked upon it as a place almoſt impreg- 
nable ; ſaying (in the wars between that King and the 
Empreſs Maud) ＋ ed amt, 1: c3:nd Lone 
Were I in my Caſtle of Bungay, 
Upon the River Wayney, _. 


I I would ne care for the King of Cockney., 
But when King Henry II. came to the throne (as he 
always had ſided with K. Stephen) he was forced to capi- 
tulate for this his Caſtle, and pay a yery large ſum, and 
give ſufficient hoſtages, to ſave it from being demoliſhed. 
He was likewiſe Proprietor of the Caſtles of Felixſtow 
and Framlingham; but as he had joined and aſſiſted Ri- 
chard, ſecond ſon of the faid King Henry, in the rebel- 
lion which he carried on againſt his father, his Caſtle of 
Feljxſtow was demoliſhed, and thoſe of Framlingham 
nd Bungay taken from him; and in the reign of King 
lenry III. this of Bungay was demoliſhed: But Roger 
igod, Earl of Norfolk, obtain'd a licence, 10 King Ede

Caſtle ſtood. After him it reverted to the Crown; but 

in the reign of King Richard II. William de Ufford, Earl 

of Suffolk, died poſſeſſed of the Caſtle, Borough, and 
Manor of Bungay. He married Joan, Daughter of Ed- 

ward Montacute by Alice his Wife, Daughter and Coheir 

of Thomas Brotherton, Earl of Norfolk, and fifth Son 

of King Edward I. on whom it is probable, this King

_ CyrisT's HosPITAL in Ipſwich. 
"L. HIS was a Houſe of Black Friars (who ſettled 
| here the latter end of the reign of King Hen. III.) 
and ſuppoſed by ſome to haye been founded by Henry 
de Maneſby, Henry Redred, and Henry de Loudham ; 
or by others, by John Harys or Haws. This Friary was 
granted the (33 King Henry VIII.) to William Sabyn“, 
but it was afterwards the Eſtate of John Southwell. the 
King's Chirurgeon, of whom this Corporation pur- 
chaſed it, with a pious and charitable deſign, to found 
therein an Hoſpital, for the relief and maintenance of 
poor aged Perſons and Children, for the curing poor 

ick Perſons, and for the Correction and Employment 
of the vicious and idle poor people. This was con- 
firmed to them by a Charter, bearing date, May 16, 
1572, in the 14th of Queen Elizabeth, under the name 
and title of Chriſt's Hotpital. It was ſupported at firſt 
by annual Subſcriptions, but afterwards p oration 
made an order, that every Free-Man, upon his bein 
admitted to his Freedom, ſhould pay ſomething — 
the ſupport of it, before he was ſworn. 

The Corporation was not only appointed by the Char- 
ter, Truſtees for this Charity, but were alſo to ſee after 
the application of it, They were impowered to make

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what Laws and Regulations they ſhould think proper, 
for the better government of the Poor of the ſaid Hoſ- 

pital, and they were to chooſe four Governors annually 

upon the feaſt day of St. Michael out of the Burgeſſes, 

who were to receive all the rents, &c. belonging to it; 

and theſe Governors were to paſs their accounts every 

year, when four new Governors were to be choſen. 
Theſe Governors had ſeveral officers or ſervants under 

them to aſſiſt them in the diſcharge of their office. L 

And that the pious deſign of the Donors might be 4 

effectually carried into execution, theſe Governors, Of- 2 
| fiicers, or Servants, were commanded by the Charter, to 
ſearch every ſuſpected houſe in the Corporation or Liber- 
ties thereof (or any other place in the county of Suffolk) 

which were receptacles an Rogues, . Vagrants, Vaga- 

bonds, ſturdy Beggars, or any other looſe, diſorderly, 

or immoral perſons, and ta commit ſuch perſons, (and 

likewiſe thoſe who harbour them) to the workhouſe in 

this Hoſpital, and there to keep them to hard laboun, 

and otherwiſe to puniſh them as the ſaid Governors 
ſhould think good, lawful, or expedient. And any 

other free Burgeſs of the ſaid Town, might at the in- 

ſtance or command of the Bailiffs or Governars, appre- 

hend any looſe, idle, or maſterleſs perſons, who ſhould 

be found ſtroling about it, and commit them to this 
place, and compel the ſaid idle vagrants to exerciſe 
themſelves in ſome honeſt labour or work. 

This was the original deſign of this Charity, and a 

very laudable one it was, calculated ſolely for a publick 
good, and therefore reflects much honour te the Cor-

Ns is now an Hoſpital, where about twenty poor boys 
are maintained, cloathed, and educated, who have two

augmented to double that number: This was partly owing 
to a large donation given by Nicholas Philips, Eſq; 3

Mr. Philips may be conſider'd as the Founder of this 
School, as there does not appear to have been any regular 
School there before his gift; but ſome ſmall legacies have 
been given ſince his Donation, particularly one in 1743.

Sir Robert Kemp, Bart. and Danghter of the above Ri- 
chard Philips, Eſq.

The Bridewell is ſtill continued, but ſerves only for a 
place of correction for offenders within the liberties of the 
Corporation. At the end of the Bridewell is a very pretty 
Chapel, neatly ſeated, and over it a large ſpacious Room, 
now the Town Library. This Library has had near 170 
Benefactors to it, ſince the year 1612; but before that 
time the Books belonging to the Corporation were ke 
in a cheſt, being but few in number and theſe of ſmall 
value. The Keys of this Library are kept in the hands 
of the Bailiffs, and the Maſter of the Grammar-School, 
and every Freeman has a right to. take out any of the 
Books, upon his giving a proper receipt for them. 
Tube Cloiſters of the Fryers Preachers are now ſtanding 
entire. There is alſo a very large Room on the ſouth- ſide, 
which ſerv'd formerly for a publick Dining- Room for 
the Friars : It is now converted into a School: Room, and 
is where the Grammar- School is now kept; but it was 
not kept in this placę till the time of King James J. 
however there was a Grammar- School in this Town in 
1477, which was under the direction of the Biſhop of 
Norwich; and in 1482, one Richard Felaw, Portman 
(eight times Bailiff, and twice Member of Parliament far 
this Town) gave the prafits of ſomg lands and houſes 5 
LEED wa 
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_ directed by his will, that then the Bai 
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wards a Grammar- School, and amongſt them a houſe for 


the Maſter to live in. Theſe houſes and lands were 


alienated, 20 King Hen. VIII. at the requeſt of Cardinal 
Woolſey, and given to his new College in this Town; 
but as the Cardinal fell ſoon after, all that belonged to 


this his College was ſeized, and very probably theſe lands, 


&c. along with them. But notwithſtanding Woolſey's 
College and School came to nothing, by his being ſtripp'd 
of all his honour and riches (which otherwiſe might lave 8 
been one of the moſt remarkable Colleges in England, 
as he had ſuch a ſingular regard for this Town, the place 
of his birth) yet what he did, was evidently the cauſe f 
King Henry's Foundation. This Charter was renewed 
and confirmed by Queen Elizabeth, and an annual ſti. 
pend of 381. 13s. 4d. given out of the Crown Lands 
(in the County of. Suffolk) for. a Maſter and Uſher for 
the faid School: The Maſter was to have 241: 6s. 8d. 
and the Uſher 141. 6s, 8 d. per ann. which was a very 
conſiderable ſum at that time. There have been no 
reat additions made to either of their ſalaries ſince, the 
Faſter having now but g21. 6s. 8d, (excluſive of a 
houſe to live in) and the Uſher but 19 l. per ann. The 


: Corporation has the power of chooſin g an d nominating 


both Maſter and 2 veſted in them, and can make 
what rules they think proper for regulating and govern»

Part of the Hoſpital is now an Alms. Houſe, which 


was founded by Mr. Henry Tooley, a Portman of this 


Corporation, A. D. 1551, (and is called Tooley's Foun- 
dation) and confirm'd by a Charter of Philip and Mary. 
It was originally intended for the relief of ten poor per. 


ons only of this town who were unfeignedly Lame, by 
reaſon of the King's Wars, -or otherwiſe, or- thoſe who 


could not get their living or one half of it. Each per- 
fon was to be paid 6d. weekly, for his maintenance, 
and every other year was to have a livery and badge, 
and to be allowed a ſufficient quantity of firing. And 
in caſe the annual income of the eſtate ſhould be more 
than ſufficient to provide for theſe ten

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ſhould have a power to procure Houſes, and put in 
more, in proportion to the ſaid yearly Income, but t har 
the number ſhould not exceed Fifty; however, the Will 
of the Donor, (in this reſpect) has not been punctually 
obſerved, ſince near Eighty Pe rſons has received benefit 
from this Charity at one time, 'which is more by Thirty 
than was originally intended, and more than the preſent 
Income of the Eſtate is ſufficient to maintain; the con- 
ſequence of which is, that not ſo many can receive ſo 
much benefit as they otherwiſe might, or what by the 
Will of the Donor they are entitled to; but the preſent 
Gentlemen of the Corporation are endeavouring to re- 
dreſs this inconvenience, by reducing the number to 
Fifty, or under, and thereby to replace it upon its an- 
tient foundation. 1 . 
A little after the death of Mr. Henry Tooley, the 
anmul Income of the Eſtate was but 100 Marks, bur it 
is now between three and four hundred pounds per ann. 
4 Among the many good Rules and Orders to be ob- 
* ſerved by the poor of this Hoſpital, theſe were ſome, 
; that they ſhould conſtantly attend divine worſhip, and 
every Morning and Evening, ſhould ſay diſtinctly the 
following Prayer, which is the more remarkable as it 
was compoſed by Sis Nicholas Bacon, Lord Keeper of 
the Great Seal of England, |

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THIS, Tomb is in the fame. Church ag, the former, 
1 and alſo of Free-ſtone, and was eręcted to the 
Memory of Henry Fitz-Roy, Natural Son to King 
Henry VIII. His Mother was the Lady Elizabeth Tal- 
boyſe, Widow of Sir Gilbert Talboyſe, and Daughter 
of Sir John Blunt, Knight, a Lady for the rare Orna- 
ments of Nature and Edueations the moſt accompliſh- 
ed at that time. He was born at -Blackamor in 
Eſſex, in the tenth Year of King Henry's Reign, and 
was upon the 18th of June, in the 12th of K. Hen. VIII. 
firſt made Knight of the moſt noble Order ef the Garter, 
then advanced to the Dignity of Earl of Nottingham, 
merſet, being then — about ſix years of age; upon the 
ſame day allo, he was conſtituted Lieutenant: General of 
all the King's Forces north of Trent, and Warden of 
che Marches. of Scotland; likewiſe upon the 126th, of 
E Admiral of England: And in the tgth

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THIS Tomb is in Dennington Church, and is of Ala 
1 baſter, painted and gilded, and was'ereted to the 
Memory of William Lord Bardolf, who ſometimes re- 
ſided in this Place, and in A. D. 437, founded's Chauntry

eve „ at the Altar of St. t in Dennington 
8 the good eſtate of himſelf and Joan his 
Wife, as alſo for their Souls after their Departure hence;
